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HOW CHANGED ARE THE TIMES? 


by Dick Osgood 


Once upon a time, the theater died in 
summer. Or rather—during the heat of 
July and August—it hibernated. This was 
the time when stars disappeared. What 
happened to them in hot weather, I never 
did know. 


Lesser actors visited families, lived on 
more stable friends, sweated it out along 
the sweltering pavements of Times Square, 
or purused a less glamorous enterprise. 
One leading man I knew worked as a 
barker at Coney Island. 


Thespians of Broadway heard vague 
reports of some kind of theatrical goings 
on in Skowhegan. And of course, there 
were Elitch’s Gardens somewhere in Col- 
orado, and McLaughlin’s summer stock 
company in Cleveland. But these were 
far removed—both geographically and 
from the point-of-view of the average 
New York actor. 


Then came the Cape Playhouse at Den- 
nis. I think it was in the summer of 1927 
when an agent ar- 
ranged for me _ to 
meet Harold Winston. 
I was then an actor 
using the name, El- 
mer Cornell, which 
had been wished on 
me by a dramatic 
school. Winston was 
the director then of 
The Playhouse. And 
the business head of 
/ the project was the 

” late Raymond Moore 
Mr. Osgood who had moved an 
old church building into a sandy field 
just off the highway, and proposed to lure 
vacationers away from mosquitoes, moon- 
light and bridge games, to watch plays. 

The prospect of work in July and 
August was startingly pleasant. A native 
Bostonian, the ocean was my first love, 
and I was told there would be time for 
swimming. And the promise of a room 
in Scargo Villa was the last word in en- 





ticement. Scargo Villa sounded luxurious. 
So—away I went. 


My arrival I shall never forget. Two 
or three other actors and myself left the 
train at Yarmouth where I had spent a 
couple of happy boyhood summers on the 
Eldridge farm. In an old touring car, we 
were driven to the General Post Office at 
Dennis where our chauffeur in khaki 
pants and an open shirt stopped to pick 
up the mail. Some of my companions 
were then dropped off at an impressive 
big, red house, occupied by Mr. Moore and 
his staff, as well as some actors. 


Finally, I was driven along in lonely 
splendor to Scargo Villa. I don’t recall 
exactly what I expected—but Scargo Villa 
was not up to it. The Villa proved to be, 
at that time, an old farm house with Kero- 
sene lamps and an out-house. 


But the rest more than lived up to ex- 
pectations. The company was delightful, 
and acting was fun. We did something 
called “Magic” with Olive Wyndham; 
“Cradle Snatchers” with Olive, her sister, 
Janet Beecher, and a wonderful old war 
horse named Jane Burby; and tried out 
two new plays, “Solomon’s Glory” and 
“The Duchess Decides.” Here, too, I met 
Charles Warburton, Clarence Derwent, 
Leonard Mudie and Topper himself, Leo 
Carrol. 


Everyone sweltered and I loved it. The 
audience sat on benches then, but could 
rent cushions for 25c a show. And there 
was a little usher named Bette Davis. 

There was one memorable embarrass- 
ment that summer. After “Cradle Snatch- 
ers” in which I played a bashful Swedish 
lad pursued by Jane Burby for comedy, 
in the try-out of “The Duchess Decides” 
Janet Beecher, a really charming actress, 
played a lady who fell in love against the 
advice of her mother with a younger man. 
And I was he. 

In the last act of this romantic drama, 
Jane Burby, as Janet’s mother, made a 
hell-fire entrance to break up the match

I was alone on the stage as she steamed 
in. The sight of the two of us together 
ior the first time in this serious play re- 
minded everyone of “Cradle Snatchers’— 
and the audience howled. And that broke 
us up, too. I don’t suppose things like that 
happen today. 

As much as the sunshine, I think I 
loved the misty, foggy nights when walk- 
ing along the highway was an adventure 
fraught with danger. And bathing in 
Scargo Lake behind the “villa” sans suit 
and with a cake of soap after a perform- 
ance was calm delight—until I discov- 
ered I had been swimming around in 
the night with a snapping turtle large 
enough to fill the rear end of a pick-up 
truck. After that I confined my bathing 
to the jellyfish and crabs of the cold 
Atlantic. 

The last week of the season, when there 
were no rehearsals, was positively idyllic. 
We would pass through the corn fields 
on our way to the beach, and snitch 
enough plump, ripe ears to fill us. We 
would bury a pot of tea in the shady 
sand, gather driftwood, build our fire, and 
roast the corn in the coals with the husks 
on.

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We would also get into that bracing 
water when the tide was right, toss our 
suits ashore, and play like porpoises. 

I suppose the beach is too civilized for 
that now. Times, I suspect, have changed 
at Dennis—but not too much, I hope. The 
point is that the Cape Playhouse, under 
the astute direction of Richard Aldrich 
has helped change the summer vacation 
pattern for actors. The theatre no longer 
hibernates in hot weather. And now we 
know where the stars go in the summer- 
time: they travel the citronella circuit, of 
which the Cape Playhouse, of course, is 
the Palace, the Empire Theatre, the aim of 
all travels. 

Hail to this rustic heaven! And greet- 
ings to one of showdom’s real gems of 
talent, Miss Shirley Booth. Her many 
well-earned awards have not changed her 
—a valiant lady, a Cape Codder by choice, 
and a star, I hear, who is not above fishing. 

A continued happy season to everyone 
backstage—and “out front,” too.
